The  hose  wagon,  ladder  truck  and  ladders  have  all 
been  painted  and  are  in  first  class  repair. 

The  main  building  on  School  Street  is  in  good  con¬ 
dition  except  one  small  leak  in  the  roof. 
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The  house  at  the  Port  is  not  in  such  good  repair  but 
Ave  feel  that  the  same  can  go  another  year  without  any 
great  layout  of  money.  Due  to  the  ability  of  Combina¬ 
tion  1  we  now'  hold  the  building  at  the  Port  without  any 
regular  firemen,  keeping  a  janitor  to  look  after  same. 

We  have  at  'the  present  time  forty  two  hundred  feet 
of  hose  which  is  in  good  condition.  Five  hundred  feet 
purchased  this  year  have  not  been  used.  , 

We  have  put  the  department  in  first  class  condition 
besides  turning  back  a  large  surplus  of  money.  Owing 
to  the  present  good  conditions  of  this  department  we 
feel  that  the  appropriations  can  be  reduced  and  there¬ 
fore  recommend  an  appropriation  of  twenty-five  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  to  cover  maintenance  and  salaries  for  the 
ensuing  year.

A  loose  leaf  catalogue  has  been  prepared  of  all  pur¬ 
chases  of  books  for  the  last  two  years. 

The  entries  are  made  monthly  giving  fiction  and  non¬ 
fiction  separately. 

We  trust  all  patrons  of  the  library,  and  those  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  library  will  give  it  a  careful  examination. 
For  the  last  year  only  one  hundred  and  eighteen  books 
have  been  purchased  and  in  order  to  purchase  this  quan¬ 
tity  a  portion  of  the  income  of  the  Whittier 'Fund  had  to 
be  withdrawn  from  the  savings  bank. 

There  are  many  books  that  ought  to  be  secured  to  re¬ 
place  worn  out  copies,  and  in  order  to  do  so  a  larger  ap¬ 
propriation  should  be  made,  as  it  is  really  necessary  that 
these  books  should  be  bought. 

The  circulation  has  been  materially  increased  the 
last  year,  and  could  be  further  increased  if  your  trustees 
were  in  position  to  buy  more  of  the  popular  books  as  they 
are  issued. 

For  several  years,  at  least,  your  trustees  have  made 
every  possible  exertion  to  maintain  the  highest  standard 
of  library  service,  purchase  the  most  desirable  books  and 
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not  asked  for  any  increase  in  the  annual  appropriation 
from  the  town. 

With  large  increases  in  the  cost  of  books,  binding, 
heating 'and  supplies  of  all  kinds,  we  feel  that  the  citizens 
of  the  town  will  not  think  that  the  increase  we  are  to  ask 
for  over  last  year’s  appropriation  very  excessive. 

Aside  from  the  public  schools,  the  public  library  is 
one  of  the  best  educational  institutions  a  community  can 
■possess,  available  to  all  above  twelve  years  of  age,  the 
juvenile  and  adult  may  alike  partake  of  its  advantages, 
and  benefit  thereby. 

How  many  people  after  they  have  left  the  schools  to 
enter  the  larger  theatre  of  life  can  avail  themselves  of 
that  education  which  is  afforded  through  contact  with 
standard  books,  the  possession  of  which  knowledge  equips 
them  with  greater  vision  and  possibilities  of  action.  The 
public  library  is  the  great  academy  through  which  much 
of  our  American  citizenship  has  been  moulded,  and 
brought  to  a  high  state  of  knowledge  and  advancement. 
It  is  yours  to  maintain  and  protect.  Your  trustees  recom¬ 
mend  $750.00  as  the  appropriation  of  the  town  for  this 
y^ear.

The  wall  at  Lower  Corner  Cemetery  has  been  re¬ 
built  and  we  believe  it  to  be  in  condition  to  last  many 
years. 

We  have  been  unable  to  make  more  than  minor  re¬ 
pairs  to  the  fences  at  Church  Street  Cemetery  but  thej^ 
will  need  to  be  rebuilt  or  replaced  very  soon.

COMMISSIONERS. 


The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herein  submit 
their  seventeenth  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  end¬ 
ing  December  31,  1920. 

We  have  added  four  services  during  the  year  mak¬ 
ing  the  total  to  date  597.  There  are  39  services  not  in 
use  or  one  more  than  Dec.  31,  1919. 

The  receipts  from  water  rates  were  $7,037.15,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  $496.24  over  1919  and  the  record  since  the  plant 
was  installed. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  we  were  authorized  to 
install  a  new  boiler  or  an  electric  pump.  Some  progress 
has  been  made  in  this  matter  but  nothing  definite  can  be 
done  until  a  new  contract  for  electricity  has  been  signed, 
the  old  contract  expires  January  11,  1921,  but  owing  to 
the  unsettled  conditions  of  business  a  new  contract  may 
not  be  signed  until  April.

The  Municipal  Li^ht  Board  herein  submit  their 
seventeenth  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  De¬ 
cember  31,  1920. 

A  record  number  of  new  services  have  been  added 
during  the  year — thirty-five  lighting  services  and  five 
power  services,  and  there  were  in  use  December  31,  1920 
two  hundred  and  seventy  lighting  services  and  eighteen 
power  services. 

The  contract  for  electric  current  with  the  Amesbury 
Electric  Light  Co.  expires  January  11,  1921  but  the  com¬ 
pany  has  done  nothing  about  a  renewal  except  to  make- 
an  increase  of  1  cent  per  K.  W.  H.  on  account  of  the  coal 
clause  and  owing  to  the  unsettled  business  conditions- 
they  do  not  want  to  sign  a  new  contract  before  April. 
The  coal  clause  has  been  in  effect  for  the  whole  year 
gradually  increasing  until  at  this  time  it  is  1  cent  per  K. 
W.  H.  This  accounts  for  the  increase  in  rates  which 
went  into  effect  December' 1. 

In  compliance  with  the  law  the  manager  has  fur¬ 
nished  the  board  with  the  following  estimates  of  expense- 
and  income  for  the  ensuing  year:

Merrimac,  Mass.,  February  3,  1921. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

The  School  Committee  respectfully  submits  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report: 

On  February  17,  1920  Mr.  C.  W.  Morrell  resigned  as. 
a  member  of  the  committee  and  Dr.  Fred  E.  Sweetsir  was 
appointed  by  the  selectmen  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  cre¬ 
ated.

The  committee  organized  on  March  4,  1920  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

William  S.  Tuckwell,  Chairman. 

F.  Leslie  Viccaro,  Secretary  and  Purchasing  Agent. 

In  conjunction  with  three  other  towns  and  through 
the  active  co-operation  of  the  local  branch  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Anti-Tuberculosis  Association  it  has  been  ar¬ 
ranged  to  have  a  school  nurse  who  devotes  one  week  out 
of  every  month  in  the  school  year  to  looking  after  the 
health  of  the  children.  The  present  and  potential  advan¬ 
tages  of  such  an  arrangement  are  self-evident  and  the 
committee  feels  that  it  should  be  continued. 

During  the  past  school  year  the  three  assistants  at 
the  High  School  and  four  elementary  teachers  have  left 
to  accept  positions  in  other  places  at  increased  salaries. 
Frequent  changes  in  the  personriel  of  the  teaching  staff 
have  continued  for  several  years  past  with  the  inevitable 
result  that  our  schools,  both  high  and  elementary,  are  to¬ 
day  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition,  and  one  that  chal¬ 
lenges  the  immediate  and  careful  consideration  of  every 
citizen.  As  the  situation  exists  the  committee  is  ordin¬ 
arily  able  to  secure  only  inexperienced  teachers ;  if  it  is 
fortunate  enough  to  retain  these  teachers  for  two  suc¬ 
cessive  years  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  they  are 
far  better  qualified,  their  services  are  then  lost  by  in- 
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ability  to  pay  the  salaries  to  which  their  experience  en¬ 
titles  them  and  which  they  can  obtain  elsewhere. 

The  committee  fully  appreciates  the  generosity  of 
the  citizens  in  the  past  in  providing  such  amounts  as  have 
been  requested  for  the  maintenance  of  our  schools,  and 
realizes  that  the  appropriation  must  necessarily  be 
limited  by  considerations  other  than  an  ideal  which  it 
may  be  desired  to  attain,  but  it  does  believe  that  the 
actual  conditions  should  be  fairly  portrayed  and  that  the 
increased  appropriation  sought  is  warranted. 

It  was  unavoidable  that  we  had  a  slight  overdraft  the 
past  year,  and  in  view  of  the  exisiting  shortage  of  teach¬ 
ers  as  well  as  the  general  increases  in  salary  effective 
throughout  the  country,  if  our  schools  are  to  afford  the 
instruction  to  which  the  children  of  this  town  are  en¬ 
titled  the  condition  above  described  must  be  remedied 
and  there  is  no  alternative  by  which  this  purpose  can  be 
-accomplished,  to  a  substantial  increase  in  the  appropria¬ 
tion.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Merrimac: 

Gentlemen:  Allow  me  to  present  a  few  words  as  a. 
report  from  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  very  trying  one.  The  high 
prices  of  books  and  supplies  as  well  as  the  scarcity  and 
high  cost  of  available  candidates  to  fill  the  vacancies  that 
have  occurred  in  our  list  of  teachers  since  January  Ist^ 
1920  have  been  perplexing  problems.  None  of  the  high 
and  only  five  of  the  grade  teachers  who  began  the  year 
1920  in  our  schools  are  now  with  us.  To  fill  these  eight 
positions,  four  in  the  high  and  four  in  the  grades,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  special  teacher  of  drawing  at  salaries, 
within  the  appropriations  has  limited  the  choice  of  can¬ 
didates  chiefly  to  those  without  any  previous  experience- 
and  to  residents  of  nearby  communities.  These  young 
and  new  teachers  are  all  earnest  and  faithful;  they  de¬ 
serve  as  a  whole  our  confidence  and  support.  They  are- 
getting  reasonable  results  when  all  factors  are  con¬ 
sidered. 

In  general  there  has  been  a  slight  improvement  in 
the  matter  of  school  attendance  but  the  record  of  some- 
pupils  is  still  frightfully  bad. 

In  another  important  matter,  that  of  discipline,  I 
feel  that  conditions  in  the  grades  have  improved  some¬ 
what  over  those  of  last  year.  I  think  this  is  especially 
true  of  the  Central  School. 

A  bill  is  before  the  legislature  to  amend  the  General 
School  Fund  act  so  as  to  give  greater  aid  to  small  towns. 
This  act  if  it  passes  will  fix  $800,  $900  and  $1,000  for 
teachers  of  the  same  training  and  experience  as  in  the 
present  law  are  fixed  at  $650,  $750  and  $850.  The  reim¬ 
bursement  is  now  $100,  $150  and  $200  while  in  the  pro¬ 
posed  laAV  it  is  made  $250,  $300  and  $350.  This  bill  if 
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passed  will  at  least  double  the  amount  received  from  the 
state  in  November,  1921,  and  March,  1922,  which  are  the 
dates  when  the  two  claims  for  reimbursement  from  the 
state  for  the  teachers’  salaries  during  the  school  year 
from  September,  1920,  to  June,  1921,  and  for  general  sup¬ 
port  during  the  tovui  financial  year  1921  will  be  paid. 

BOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES. 

In  the  use  of  books  and  supplies,  I  have  requested 
the  teachers  to  use  the  utmost  care  and  economv.  This 
policy  has  been  followed  for  several  years  with  the  result 
that  we  are  rather  scantily  equipped  with  supplementary 
and  reference  books,  maps  and  charts  and  aids  for  teach- 
'crs.  Furthermore,  I  feel,  that  we  should  probably  wait 
six  months  or  a  year  more  before  making  any  radical 
■change  in  this  policy.  While  I  do  not  expect  many  marked 
changes  in  the  price  of  books  in  the  coming  year,  I  am 
hoping  that  within  the  next  six  months  we  may  get  some 
relief  in  regard  to  paper,  pencils,  erasers,  ink,  peiis  and 
most  of  the  staple  school  room  supplies. 

HIGH  SCHOOL.  . 

The  situation  here  as  regards  the  Eighth  .Grade,  I 
feel  is  the  same  as  last  year.  If  we  expect  to  develop  a 
good  four  year  senior  high  school  with  a  commercial 
department,  the  eighth  grade  should  be  removed  from 
the  high  school  building.  From  a  better  understanding 
of  the  location  of  the  children’s  homes,  however,  I  now 
feel  that  to  locate  two  lower  grades  as  the  third  and 
fourth  in  the  Prospect  School  would  work  better  than 
the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  as  proposed  last  year.  This 
would  put  the  arrangement  of  grades  back  again  where 
they  were  several  years  ago. 

Without  marked  increases  in  salaries  of  our  high 
school  teachers  we  probably  face  the  prospect  of  another 
shift  in  the  teaching  force  involving  most  if  not  all  of  the 
present  corps.  The  general  tendency  of  salaries  in  schools 
of  our  class  range  from  $2,000  to  $2,400  for  principal  and 
from  $1,100  to  $1,600  for  assistants.  Hence  we  must  of 
necessity  seek  for  our  teachers  in  the  bargain  basement 
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class  of  those  with  unsuccessful  or  no  experience  and  fre¬ 
quently  among  those  having  had  incomplete  training. 

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

If  we  are  not  to  improve  and  strengthen  our  present 
four  year  high  school  until  the  accomplishment  and 
morale  of  both  teachers  and  pupils  reach  a  more  ef¬ 
ficient  standard,  then  I  feel  sure  the  educational  as  w-;U 
as  the  financial  interests  of  the  town  would  be  much  bet¬ 
ter  by  sending  all  our  pupils  in  the  junior  and  senior 
classes  of  the  high  school  to  an  out  of  town  high  school, 
either  Amesbury  or  Haverhill.  Having  arranged  for  the 
two  upper  classes  which  usually  are  the  small  ones  of  the 
school,  then  organize  in  our  present  high  school  building 
a  junior  high  of  four  years.  This  would  bring  together 
under  one  organization  the  seventh  grade  from  the  Pros¬ 
pect  School,  the  eighth  grade  and  the  two  lower  classes 
of  the  present  high  school.  Some  expenses  would  be 
saved  such  as  the  ^ salary  of  one  or  two  teachers  together 
with  janitor  service,  fuel  and  upkeep  of  the  Prospect. 
School.  The  average  age  of  this  group  by  classes  or 
grades  would  be  about  12,  13,  14  and  15  years.  It  covers 
a  critical  period  in  the  lives  of  most  children  and  tliey 
need  to  be  under  teachers  of  strong  character  and  of  un¬ 
questioned  ability  not  alone  to  impart  knowledge  but  to 
inspire  their  pupils  to  zealous  effort  and  worthy  am¬ 
bitions.  It  would  be  much  better  to  do  the  work  well  up 
to  this  point  than  to  attempt  the  more  ambitious  project 
of  a  really  strong  four  year  senior  high  and  let  matters, 
drift  as  they  have  been  doing  for  several  years.  It  will 
take  more  money  to  build  up  a  good  junior  high  but  not 
as  much  as  it  will  to  develop  good  conditions  in  the  senior 
high. 

Under  such  a  program  as  proposed  by  the  payment, 
of  the  tuition  and  transportation  of  a  relatively  small 
number  the  town  could  be  relieved  of  the  requirement 
that  toAvns  with  five  hundred  or  more  families  must  main¬ 
tain  a  four  year  senior  high  school. 

SPECIAL  TEACHERS. 

Miss  Anna  Burckes,  teacher  of  drawing,  resigned  to^ 
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take  effect  on  February  1st,  1920.  She  accepted  a  po- 
-sition  to  teach  iii  a  junior  high  school  in  New  Britian, 
Conn,  with  a  net  salary  increase  of  several  hundred  dol¬ 
lars.  In  September  Miss  Ann  Louise  Davis,  a  recent  grad¬ 
uate  of  the  Normal  Art  School  took  up  this  work  again. 

Miss  Alice  M.  Glenthner,  special  teacher  of  music, 
has  been  in  charge  of  this  branch  of  instruction  for  sev¬ 
eral  years.  She  reports  good  progress  in  the  regular 
work  and  that  the  usual  parts  in  entertainments,  special 
day  programs  and  graduations  have  been  given  so  we 
have  had  a  chance  to  know  something  of  the  results  of 
her  work. 

I  append  the  report  of  the  high  school  principal  but 
this  year  as  last  have  omitted  the  special  teachers’  re¬ 
ports,  which  have  been  made  to  me  from  time  to  time 
more  informally.  I  append  also  a  table  of  attendance 
data,  lists  of  graduates  for  both  the  high  and  grammar 
school,  honor  and  commendable  lists  for  good  attendance 
to  which  I  invite  your  attention.

Of  the  1920  class,  58.3%  have  continued  their  edu¬ 
cation  in  other  schools;  such  as,  in  post-graduate  work, 
business  college,  normal  school,  or  technical  school.  This 
is  an  increase  of  about  25%  over  the  preceding  class.  We 
are  trying  to  have  this  percentage  constantly  increase. 

The  attendance  this  year  is  much  better  than  the  first 
part  of  my  regime.  With  the  exception  of  less  than  half 
a  dozen,  the  fall  term  attendance  has  been  ^excellent ;  and 
in  fact  the  percentage  of  attendance  in  the  high  school 
is  a  little  above  96%’  for  that  period. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  school  activities 
have  been  in  operation :  Publication  of  a  school  paper,  an 
orchestra,  debating  club ;  at  the  Christmas  entertainment, 
two  playlets  (Bird’s  ‘^Christmas  Carol”  and  Dickens’ 
Christmas  Carol)  were  well  presented  by  members  of  the 
lower  classes.  Other  activities  of  equal  importance  are 
being  formulated. 
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The  high  school  is  in  Class  A,  approved  by  the  State- 
Board  of  Education:  and  our  certificate  is  accepted  by 
the  colleges  of  the  New  England  Entrance  Certificate- 
Board. 

During  my  conferences  with  parents,  I  have  found 
a  readiness  on  their  part  to  cooperate  with  the  teachers, 
for  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  their  boy  or  girl.  I 
vdsh,  nevertheless,  that  more  of  the  parents  would  keep 
in  closer  touch  with  the  school  work  of  their  children. 
Our  responsibility  ends  after  theyv  leave  the  school  build¬ 
ing. 

All  the  teachers  have  handed  in  reports  of  the  work 
completed  in  the  fall  term.  The  commercial  department, 
this  year  has  been  standardized  so  as  to  give  it  a  much 
higher  value  than  heretofore.  Taking  everything  into- 
consideration,  the  teachers  are  to  be  commended  on  the- 
good  standing  of  the  school. 

Although,  at  present,  it  may  sound  impracticable,  I 
would  like  to  make  a  suggestion,  which  I  believe  would 
help  materially  in  building  up  the  school.  The  high 
school  has  no  athletic  field.  ^The  large  tract  of  land  west 
of  the  building  could  be  drained,  filled  in  with  gravel,, 
and  graded  to  make  an  admirable  playground  and  ath¬ 
letic  field.  It  could  then  be  used  advantageously  by  both 
the  boys  and  girls  for  gymnastic  exercises,  football,  bas¬ 
ketball,  baseball,  etc.  “All  work  and  no  play  makes- 
Jack  a  dull  boy.” 

In  closing  mj^  report,  I  wish  to  thank  the  superin¬ 
tendent  and  the  members  of  the  School  Board  for  their 
hearty  cooperation,  advice,  and  help  in  carrying  on  the 
school  work.
